LIGHT ON THE OLD LEGEND. 


One of the Many Mysterious Disap­ 
pearances From Fort San Cristobal 
Accounted For by the Revelation of 
the Lost One Himself.

WTlting in the Journal of the Mili­ 
tary Service Institution, Captain Ar­ 
thur P. S. Hyde of the coast artillery 
tells this curious story of “the haunt­ 
ed sentry box” of Fort SaD Cristobal, 
the 
ancient 
Spanish 
built 
fortress 
which guards the entrance to San 
Juan, Porto Rico: 
“A number of picturesque sentry 
boxes built of masonry and appearing 
like minarets are placed at points of . 
vantage in and around the fort. 
One 
of these on the sea front, and reached 
only through a long and dark tunnel 
from the interior of the fort, is pop- I 
ularly known as La Garita del Diablo. 
or the devil’s sentry box, usually, al­ 
though 
Incorrectly, 
translated 
the 
haunted sentry box. 
This name was 
given to it by the Spanish soldiers for | 
the reason that a number of sentries 
stationed there disappeared in a most 
mysterious manner and were never 
again heard from. 
“An American officer was once on 
duty that took him into the remote in­ 
terior of the Island, and while spend­ 
ing one night in a small settlem ent he 
engaged in conversation with a num­ 
ber of the inhabitants of the place. 
One old man, on learning that the of­ 
ficer was stationed at Fort San Cris­ 
tobal, became especially interested and 
In the course of the conversation told 
the following story: 
“ ‘I used to be a soldier in the Span­ 
ish army and was stationed at Fort 
San Cristobal. 
A number of soldiers 
while on sentry duty had mysteriously 
disappeared from the sentry box down 


I by the sea. and we had all become 
j convinced that it was haunted by the 


j devil, who, we thought, used to come 
and steal the soldiers away. 
“ ‘One stormy night it fell to my 
lot to go on duty in the devil’s sentry 
box, as we called it, at midnight, and 
it was with some doubts and misgiv­ 
ings that I went with the corporal of 
the guard and relieved the former sen­ 
try. 
When they left me I listened to 
the sound of their footfalls reverberat­ 
ing from the walls and ceiling of the 
dark and narrow passage, ever grow­ 
ing fainter and fainter as they reced­ 
ed, until finally the noise of the storm 
and the sea completely drowned it, 
and I was left alone with the mad ele­ 
ments. 
“ ‘It was a mad night and one well 
calculated to add to the feeling of awe 
that the devil’s sentry box always in­ 
stilled into the man on duty there at 
night. 
“ ‘Presently my attention was at­ 
tracted by some lights In a small tav­ 
ern on the shore below the fort, wherr* 
many of us wore wont to go when off 
duty for a glass of rum. 
Then I bo­ 
gan to think that I might be able to 
climb down over the rocks to the 
shore, get a glass of rum at the tax 
em and return to my post. 
“ ‘The more I thought of it the more 
determined I was to go. so fin:1’!'-. 
leaving ray rifle and belt In the sentry 
box, I climbed over the wall and down 
on to the rocks and so made my way 
with great lal»or and difficulty and no 
little danger to the little house, where 
the occupants 
were 
making 
merry 
with dancing and drinking. 
I soon 
fell L l and e n j o v c < |j t i y se I f with them. 


“ ‘When od 
I- dam-lmr with a fair 
senorita he sometimes forgets the pas­ 
sage of time, as I did on that fatal 
night, nnd not until long after I o’clock 
did I begin to think of returning to 
my post. 
Then, realizing that the cor­ 
poral had made his inspection and had 
found tne gone front my post and 
with my rifle and belt left behind, I 
saw only a court martial and the gar­ 
rote staring me in the face, for in 
those days for a sentinel In the Span­ 
ish army to quit his post meant sure 
death, even In peace. 
“ ‘To go back was out of the ques­ 
tion. 
There was only one tiling left 
for me to do, and that was to desert. 
My heart sank within me. 
If I should 
be captured, the sume fate would be 
meted out to me; but, I reasoned, lf I 
wore to go back the fate would be a 
certainty, 
whereas lf I deserted at 
least I had a chance of keeping out 
Uf sight of the authorities. 
I deserted 
nnd before morning was out of the 
city and on the way to the moun­ 
tains. 
“ ‘I have lived in this little hamlet 
for years and have never been back to 
the capital since that day, nor have I 
ever told my story to a single soul un­ 
til tonight, but now that the Spaniards 
are gone I no longer fear for my life.’ 
“Thus we have the story of the dev­ 
il’s sentry box from one of the very 
men who so mysteriously disappeared 
from It, and it would seem to be pro!)

O rgan ization to Aid Y oung P eople In 
C hooairg T heir L ife W ork. 
“One of Boston's wealthiest society 
lenders, Mrs. Quincy A. Shaw, recent­ 
ly made t>ossible an organization, the* 
first of it*» kind ever undertaken, to lx* 
known as the ‘Vocation bureau,' d e -' 
signed to aid young people in choosing 
and preparing for the occupation t o 1 
which they are the best fitted in life 
and to find openings for those thus as 
slsted in their chosen field of work." 
During a discussion of the problem 
¡Samuel U, I. m mot is of Boston, who is 
a banker, but takes a deep Interest In 
the employment of the young, made 
this statem ent. 
“This unique plan was originated by 
Professor Frank Parsons, former in­ 
structor In law at the Boston univer­ 
sity and writer of a number of ttooks 
upon sociological and economic qnos 
tlons, now the director of the bureau. 
The bureau lias l«een put into practical 
working order through the philanthro­ 
py of Mrs. Shaw, the work of Profess­ 
or Parsons and the co-operation of a 
body of the foremost civic, sociological 
•nd educational leaders in Boston. 
“In aim the bureau proposes to place 
upon a scientific basis ns nearly as 
possible the choice and preparation for 
a curcer among people of all conditions 
and classes 
“One of tiie ultimate intents of the 
bureau is to introduce its system Into 
the public schools of the city, where it 
shall become a part of the curriculum 
The vocation bureau aims to help two 
great classes of people seeking a prop­ 
er career namely, the immature i>oy 
or girl who lias not arrived at the age 
where experience has enabled him or 
her to choose intelligently and older 
people who seek counsel as to opportu­ 
nities and resources for the betterment 
of their condition and the means of in 
creasing their earning efficiency. 
The 
bureau does not attempt to decide for 
any boy what occupation he should 
choose, but aims to help him to Inves­ 
tigate the subject and come to a con­ 
clusion on his own account.

Organization to Aid Young Paepta In
